Hat your Petitioner for the Conſideration of Eight Thouſand Six hundred and 

| odde pounds, hath under the broad Seale of England a firme Right and Title 

to 2 certaine Rent out of Coales exported, the Graunt being confirmed by 

Pax i tannxy in the booke of Rates: Howbeit your Petitioner for divers yeares hath 

been 1njuriouſly deprived of the benefit thereof by the late Powers, as by the State of 
the Caſe hereunto annexed doth appeare. 
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. The Stats of the Petitioners C aſe, touching an Impoſition on Coles Exported, 


HAT onthe 11.thof April, in the 10. th Yeare of the late King, by Letters Patents there was 
granted an Impoſition of foure Shillings the Chaldron on Sea Coales exported ; And by the ſaid 
Leiters Patents, Sir Fob Harby, was made Collector of the ſaid Impoſition. 


That on the 24, of July, in the ſaid ro. ch Yeare of the late King, the ſaid Impoſition was granted 
unto Henry Lucas, and Toby White Eſq; for the uſes of the Eaile of Hollaxd, and the Eatle of Dorſet, 
for ſeryices done by the ſaid Earles, and was alſo granted to Sir Job Harby, on the cenfideration of 
Light thou and (ix hundred and twelve pounds, fiſteene ſhillings and three pence; paid by the faid Sit 
10 Harby, as by the Privy Seale will appeare. 


That by the faid Letters Patents, there was a Rent reſerved of one hundred pounds per Anus, for 
the firl{ (even Years, and afterwards ef five hundred pounds per Amwwrs, to be paid into the Exche- 
quer, which was accordingly paid by the ſaid Sic [ob Harby and others, till the 23d. of Other, in 
the 20. ch Year of the late King. 


That the (aid Sir Fob Harby, hath not received any part of the profits ariſing on the ſaid Tmpofition | 
from che 29.th of July, 1642. they having been received in the Year 1642. by the Earle of News 
caſtlo, and after the delivery of the ſaid Town, they were received by Mr. Dawſon, and Sic Arthar 
Haſilrigg, as by a Certificate under the hand of Thomas Palmer, will appeate. 


That the ſaid Sir [ob Harb, in Febraary, 1653. u pon a Petition to the Lord Protector, obtaine 
two ſeverall references unto the Committee for inſpecting the Treaſuties, to examine the truth of the 
aforeſaid particulers, which ſaid Committee, reported them to be all proved (as by their reports more 
at large will appeare) And withall ofteced their opinions, that it was juſt that the ſaid Sir [ob Hardy, 
ſhould be ſar.sfied for his third pare of the ſaid Impeſition, ſinee the Leit 1642. And that he ſhould 
be readmitted to Col ect the fame for the furvre, and appointche third part thereof to his own uſe, du- 
ring che terme of Years granted co him by the ſaid Letters Patents, ard as yet unexpired, | 


That the ſaid. Sir ſob Harby, (notwithſtanding the ſaid Reports, and his juſt right to the faid Impo- 
fition, ſo plainly thereby appearing) yet could not obiaine the readqmiſſion to the ſame, though fre- 
quently promiſed, but was from time to time delayed, aud co this day hach not received one penny of 
the profits thereof, to the utter ruine of him and his Family. | |
